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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U S C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-8, drawn to an optical disk, classified in class 356, subclass 246. 

II. Claims 9-21, drawn to a system for qualifying compounds, classified in class 356, 
subclass 440. 

III. Claims 22-24, drawn to a system for qualifying signal kinetics, classified in class 
356, subclass 437. 

IV. Claims 25-32, drawn to a method for quantifying a compound, classified in class 
356, subclass 432. 

V. Claims 33-43, drawn to a networked sensor system comprising a plurality of 
sensor systems, classified in class 356, subclass 436. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination I has separate utility such as an optical disk to be used in a 
biological fluorescence detection system. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Inventions I and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
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instant case, subcombination such as an optical disk to be used in a biological fluorescence 
detection system. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4, Inventions IV and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product.

12. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
